Karzai lauds U.S. strategy 


Afghan, Pakistani leaders stress aid at Washington summit

WASHINGTON — A trilateral 
summit with leaders of Afghani- 
stan and Pakistan began here Tues- 
day with a decidedly nonmilitary 
theme. But behind the scenes, Pen- 
tagon officials, led by Gen. David 
Petraeus, CENTCOM commander, 
are engaged in lengthy talks with 
the national security delegations of 


both countries. 

Afghan President Hamid Karzai, 
Pakistani President Asif Ali Zardari 
and U.S. leaders publicly stressed 
that the region’s future stability 
and security relied on continued 
humanitarian aid and development 
dollars from the United States. 

From their remarks, one might 
forget there are tens of thousands 
of U.S. troops fighting a war in the 
region. 


With the top two U.S. military 
leaders out of the country — De- 
fense Secretary Robert Gates is 
traveling through the Middle East 
and Afghanistan while Adm. Mike 
Mullen, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, is in Europe — the 
Obama administration has designed 
the summit to draw attention to its 
diplomatic, development and aid ef- 
forts for the region.

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Gates in Kabul to see for himself

KABUL, Afghanistan — U.S. 
Defense Secretary Robert Gates 
is getting a close-up look in Af- 
ghanistan at what U.S. troops 
need as they try to stop extrem- 
ists from crossing into the coun- 
try from Pakistan. 

Gates already was in Kabul and 
ready for a series of meetings as 
Afghan President Hamid Karzai 
prepared for talks in Washington 
at the White House with Presi- 
dent Barack Obama. 

Gates’ trip was his first visit 
to Afghanistan as a member of 
the Obama administration and 


it comes as 
the U.S. pre- 
pares to send 
thousands 
more mili- 
tary forces to 
the country. 

“We have 
a new policy, 
a new strat- 
egy, a new 
ambassador, 
and we have 
a lot of new troops going into the 
area, and I just want to go out 
and see for myself how they’re 
doing,” he told reporters in Saudi 
Arabia shortly before flying to 
Afghanistan.

He added, “I just want to keep 
the focus on what I’ve been talk- 
ing about for months, and that 
is: What do we need to do to get 
the equipment and the support 
to the troops in the field so they 
can be successful and come home 
safely?” 

Gates planned to meet with Gen. 
David McKiernan, the command- 
er of U.S. forces in Afghanistan. 

He also said he wants to look 
at the military’s eyes-in-the-sky 
reconnaissance mission since or- 
dering more drones to the coun- 
try over the next several years. 
Most of the military’s drones are 
believed to fly over the Afghan- 
Pakistan border, and Gates said 


he wanted to see if any gaps in the 
mission needed to be filled. 

“We put a lot of new stuff in 
there, and there’s more to come,” 
he said. “I just want to make sure 
they’re ready for it and that they’1l 
be able to absorb it and use it in an 
effective way.” 

Gates is also interested in a 
helicopter medevac program 
in Afghanistan, which until re- 
cently had been unable to reli- 
ably pick up and treat wounded 
people within the “golden hour” 
that often makes the difference 
between life and death. He said 
he wants to see if additional heli- 
copters and medical troops he or- 
dered there recently are enough.

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AAFES pulls Hydroxycut after FDA warning 


Supplement may be to blame for liver injuries

The Army and Air Force Exchange Service pulled 
the popular dietary supplement Hydroxycut from 
its shelves last weekend after government health 
officials urged dieters and bodybuilders to immedi- 
ately stop using the product. 

In a warning Friday, the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration said it had received 23 reports of serious 
health problems, ranging from jaundice to elevated 
liver enzymes, an indicator of potential liver injury. 

One person had died of liver failure as a result of 
using the product, the FDA warning stated. 

AAFES sold about $7 million in Hydroxycut prod- 
ucts — with names such as Facelift Hydroxycut, 
Hydroxycut Liquid Shots and Hydroxycut Hardcore 
— last year worldwide, according to AAFES spokes- 
man Judd Anstey. 

Anstey noted that yanking the popular dietary 
supplement was an AAFES decision and not man- 
dated by the FDA. 

Customers may return any unused or partially 
used Hydroxycut product to AAFES or one of its 


General Nutrition Center stores for a full refund, he 
said. 

The FDA said the company that makes the supple- 
ment has agreed to recall 14 Hydroxycut products, 
which are also available in grocery stores and state- 
side pharmacies, The Associated Press reported. 

Iovate Health Sciences, which makes the diet 
pills, said in a statement that the 2007 death, which 
was reported by the FDA in March, was not caused 
by Hydroxycut, according to the AP. The statement 
gave no details. 

“The number of adverse event reports described 
by the FDA in its advisory is small relative to the 
many millions of people who have used Hydroxycut 
products over the past seven years,” the company 
statement said. “Iovate’s own assessment of the po- 
tential risk associated with the use of these products 
differs from that expressed by the FDA.” 

Other health problems reported from using the 
supplement include seizures, cardiovascular disor- 
ders and rhabdomyolysis, a type of muscle damage 
that can lead to other serious health problems such 
as kidney failure, the FDA warning stated.

deceptive sales practices with 
American-Amicable Life Insur- 
ance Co., the commission said in 
a news release. 

Servicemembers who bought 
“Horizon Life” policies between 
Jan. 1, 2000, and July 28, 2006, 
are urged to check their eligibil- 
ity status online at https://eapps. 
naic.org/restitution, NAIC 
spokeswoman Vanessa Sink said 
in an e-mail response to Stripes.

surance company agreed to pay 
$70 million in cash refunds and 
increased policy benefits to about 
92,000 servicemembers and ci- 
vilians following a 20-month state 
and federal investigation, accord- 
ing to Sink. 

The investigation found the 
company, and its two affiliates 
Pioneer American Insurance 
Co. and Pioneer Security Life 
Insurance Co., used misleading 
practices to sell costly policies 
in Georgia and Texas that young 
servicemembers might not have 
understood or needed. 

The NAIC assists state insur- 
ance regulators in consumer 


protection and monitoring the in- 
surance industry. 

Mike Geeslin, commissioner 
of the Texas Department of In- 
surance, was unavailable for an 
interview due to his schedule but 
confirmed NAIC’s information in 
an e-mail to Stripes. 

Servicemembers on the online 
list of those eligible for possible 
compensation can call or e-mail 
American-Amicable to file their 
claim, Geeslin said.

New cyber command 
would face challenges

WASHINGTON — The USS. 
military is developing plans for a 
new cyber command at an Army 
facility north of Washington to 
coordinate digital warfare, but 
difficult challenges lie ahead as 
federal agencies try to work with 
industry to protect critical com- 
puter networks nationwide, mili- 
tary officials said Tuesday. 

Lt. Gen. Keith Alexander, di- 
rector of the National Security 
Agency, said the United States is 
determined to lead the global ef- 
fort to use computer technology 
to deter or defeat enemies, while 
protecting the public’s constitu- 
tional rights. 

Alexander acknowledged that 
even as the military secures its 
networks, it is more likely that 
any major cyber attack would tar- 
get industry such as the electrical 
grid rather than the Pentagon. 
Responding to such an attack, he 
said, would require broad coor- 
dination between the public and 
private sectors. 

Speaking to the House Armed 
Services terrorism subcommit- 
tee, Alexander and other military 
leaders in cyber matters said the 
military is struggling to keep up 


with rapidly changing technolo- 
gies and to meet the services’ 
needs for more resources and 
training. In blunt comments, Al- 
exander acknowledged that cyber 
training for the Pentagon’s work 
force is inadequate and must be 
improved. 

Lt. Gen. William Shelton, the 
Air Force’s chief of warfighting 
integration, said the Pentagon 
relies heavily on industry efforts 
to respond to cyber threats. That 
approach, he said, does not keep 
pace with the threat. 

The Obama administration is 
preparing to release its review of 
the nation’s cybersecurity, short- 
ly after a critical report about it 
by the National Research Coun- 
cil. The independent group’s re- 
port concluded that government 
policies on how and when to wage 
cyber warfare are ill-formed, lack 
adequate oversight and require a 
broad public debate. 

Alexander, the Pentagon’s lead- 
ing cyber warfare commander, 
said the White House review will 
help establish guidelines for how 
the federal government, includ- 
ing its military and intelligence 
agencies, will share information 
on cyber threats with industry, 
ranging from banks to utilities.

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Navy cancels ship deployment due to swine flu

WASHINGTON — The Navy 
canceled the deployment of a San 
Diego-based ship and ordered its 
crew to be treated with anti-viral 
drugs after a crewmember’s ill- 
ness was confirmed as swine flu. 

Navy spokesman Lt. Sean Rob- 
ertson said Tuesday there also 
were about 50 suspected cases of 
the virus from crewmembers on 
board the USS Dubuque. He said 
the crewmember with the virus 


and those suspected of being ill 
from it have completed treatment 
with the anti-viral drug Tamiflu 
and are recovering. 

Robertson said the ship’s de- 
ployment was canceled out of an 
“abundance of caution.” The ship 
was scheduled to leave June 1 on 
a humanitarian mission to the 
South Pacific for assistance on 
projects such as medical and con- 
struction operations. 

The Navy was exploring op- 
tions to still meet its commit- 
ments, Robertson said. 


As a precaution, the other 370 
crewmembers who were not 
showing symptoms of the virus 
began taking preventive treat- 
ment at the beginning of the 
month. Those showing symptoms 
and the crewmember confirmed 
to be ill from the virus were re- 
covering at home and in quarters 
provided by the Navy, he said. 

The USS Dubuque, an amphibi- 
ous transport dock ship, is now 
being cleaned and disinfected at 
the naval base in San Diego.

Army tests lightweight gear

FORT BELVOIR, Va. — The Army will test 
lighter body armor next week with plans to field up 
to 100,000 sets beginning in August, said Lt. Col. 
Robert W. Myles Jr. of Program Executive Office 
Soldier. 

The tests will take place May 11-22 in Yuma, Ariz., 
and will involve 10 soldiers from the 173rd Airborne 
Brigade Combat Team and 25 soldiers with the 82nd 
Airborne Division, Myles said Wednesday. 

Soldiers can carry a load of about 100 pounds of 
gear, body armor and ammunition. The Improved 
Outer Tactical Vests that soldiers currently wear 
weighs about 31 pounds with all four ballistic plates, 
Myles said. 

The Army will evaluate four new types of body 
armor, each weighing about 24 pounds, as well as 
body armor already worn by soldiers, Marines and 
Special Operations Forces, he said. 

The body armor will be evaluated based on bal- 
listic tests, form, wear and comfort, and cost, Myles 
said. 

As a stop-gap measure, the Army will soon issue 
a battalion of soldiers with the 4th Infantry Division 
the lightweight body armor that Special Operations 
Forces wear, he said. 

“We want to lighten the load as quick as possible; 
that’s our No. 1 goal,” Myles said. 

In January, Gen. Peter Chiarelli, Army vice chief 
of staff, told reporters that an increasing number of 


soldiers were becoming nondeployable in part due 
to musculoskeletal injuries from the heavy loads 
they carry. 

“You can’t hump a rucksack at 8,000-11,000 feet 
for 15 months, even at a young age, and not have that 
have an impact on your body,” Chiarelli said during 
a roundtable with reporters. 

Another way the Army is trying to lighten a sol- 
dier’s load is by building lighter machine guns, said 
Richard G. Audette of PEO Soldier. 

A variant of the M-240 machine gun weighing 
seven pounds less than what soldiers have now is 
expected to go into mass production next summer, 
Audette said. It can’t be mass-produced sooner be- 
cause the weapon is made out of titanium, which has 
a long lead time. 

The Army also is working on a lightweight shot- 
gun that could be issued to soldiers in the first or 
second quarter of fiscal 2010, said Lt. Col. Christo- 
pher Lehner, also of PEO Soldier. 

The M-26 holds five rounds in the magazine and 
one round in the chamber, and it is modular so it 
can be attached to an M-4 — meaning soldiers don’t 
have to switch from their shotgun to their rifle after 
blasting a door down, Lehner said. 

For now, soldiers can replace the butt stocks on 
their M-16s with more compact M-4 butt stocks, he 
said. 

Starting in November, the Army will issue kits 
with the M-4 butt stocks and a more reliable buffer, 
which absorbs the recoil, Lehner said.

ALPINE, Calif. — A Marine 
Corps helicopter crashed in a re- 
mote area of Southern California, 
killing the only two people who 
were on board, authorities said 
Wednesday. 

The Super Cobra _ helicopter 
from the 3rd Marine Aircraft 
Wing crashed shortly before 
midnight Tuesday, according to 
a statement from Marine Corps 
Air Station Miramar, outside San 
Diego. 

A Defense Department ac- 
cident investigation team was 
on the scene in the Cleveland 
National Forest in eastern San 
Diego County, said Capt. Daryll 
Pina of the California Depart- 


ment of Forestry. 

The crash started a one- to two- 
acre fire, Pina said. 

Authorities received emer- 
gency calls reporting a wildfire 
with explosions, and during the 
long drive to the remote scene 
fire commanders received a re- 
port from the air station that a 
helicopter with live ordnance was 
missing, Pina said. 

When they arrived about 45 
minutes later, fire crews waited 
for the fire to burn itself out be- 
fore approaching the scene for 
fear of explosions, Pina said. 

He said the crash was in an old 
fire break with very little vegeta- 
tion in the forest north of a major 
highway. 


North Korea critical of 
U.S. defense budget, vows 
to boost military spending

SEOUL — North Korea criti- 
cized the U.S. for seeking to in- 
crease its military spending, 
vowing Wednesday to bolster its 
own defense capabilities to cope 
with what it calls increasing 
American threats. 

Early last month, U.S. Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates proposed 
a $534 billion defense budget for 
2010, which would be an increase 
over the $513 billion for 2009. 
The proposal has been submitted 
to the U.S. Congress and awaits 
approval. 

The North’s main Rodong Sin- 
mun newspaper said in a com- 
mentary that the proposed budget 
would intensify an international 
arms race and parts of the money 
would be spent to “militarily 
threaten and invade” the North. 

It’s essential for the North to 
“continue to strengthen its self- 
defense power to cope with in- 
creasing U.S. military threats,” 
said the commentary, carried 
by the country’s official Korean 
Central News Agency. 

The North has long accused the 
U.S. of plotting to attack, though 
Washington has repeatedly said it 
has no such plan. The U.S. stations 


28,500 troops in South Korea as a 
deterrence against the North. 

Tension on the Korean penin- 
sula have spiked since the North 
launched a rocket on April 5 in de- 
fiance of international warnings. 

Pyongyang said it put a satellite 
into orbit as part of its peaceful 
space development program, but 
the U.S. and its allies have said 
that nothing made it into space 
and the blast was a cover to test 
the country’s advanced missile 
technology. 

The U.N. Security Council de- 
nounced the launch and imposed 
sanctions on North Korean com- 
panies, prompting Pyongyang to 
boycott six-nation disarmament 
talks on its nuclear programs and 
threaten to conduct nuclear and 
missile tests. 

The State Department said 
Tuesday it would dispatch its top 
negotiator on North Korea to Asia 
this week for talks with countries 
involved in the stalled six-party 
nuclear talks. 

Special U.S. envoy Stephen Bo- 
sworth is to arrive in China on 
Thursday and then move on to 
South Korea, Japan and Russia, 
but has no plans to travel to North 
Korea, according to State Depart- 
ment spokesman Robert Wood.

Separate bomb 
kills 2, hurts 6

BAGHDAD — A car bomb ex- 
ploded Wednesday at the entrance 
to a fruit and vegetable market in 
south Baghdad, killing 15 people 
and wounding about 40, police 
and hospital officials said, in the 
latest sign of rising attacks. 

The blast, which occurred 
about 7 a.m. at the Rasheed mar- 
ket in the city’s southern Dora 
area, follows a sharp increase in 
violence in Iraq last month, rais- 
ing concern that militants have 
regrouped after suffering sharp 
setbacks in fighting over the last 
two years. 

Hours later, another car bomb 
exploded in the capital’s Karra- 
dah district, killing two people 
and wounding six, police said. 
The bomb apparently targeted a 








Missing U.S. soldier 
confirmed killed 


The status of a soldier who 
had been listed as missing has 
been changed to killed in ac- 
tion, the Defense Department 
announced Tuesday night. 

Army Staff Sgt. William D. 
Vile, 27, of Philadelphia, was 
killed Friday near the vil- 
lage of Nishagam in eastern 
Afghanistan when insurgents 
attacked Afghan and interna- 
tional forces with small-arms 
fire and rocket-propelled gre- 
nade strikes, officials said. 

The Army initially listed Vile 
as “Duty Status Whereabouts 
Unknown,” a designation used 
when the unit’s commander 
believes a servicemember has 
been killed but cannot posi- 
tively identify or locate the 
body, according to the Defense 
Department’s directive on ca- 
sualty notifications. 

Vile was assigned to the 1st 
Brigade, 1st Infantry Division 
from Fort Riley, Kan.

police patrol but missed. 

Most of the recent bombings 
have taken place in Shiite areas, 
suggesting Sunni militants such 
as al-Qaida in Iraq are respon- 
sible.

Some survivors of the Wednes- 
day blast complained that securi- 
ty forces were too lax in searching

“The security personnel are not 
searching the farmers who bring 
their vegetables to the market,” 
survivor Raad Hussein told As- 
sociated Press Television News. 
“They search only private cars.” 

Kamil Lahmoud, a_ Shiite 
farmer from Mahmoudiya, said 
he had just sold his produce and 
was inside an office collecting his 


money when the blast happened. 

“I was injured slightly in my 
head and left hand,” he said. “I 
went out and saw many people 
covered with blood and bodies 
scattered everywhere.” 

Police and hospital officials 
reported the casualty tolls but 
spoke on condition of anonymity 
because they were not supposed 
to release the information. 


Red Cross: Dozens of Afghans 
killed in alleged U.S. airstrike

KABUL— The international Red Cross confirmed 
Wednesday that civilians were found in graves and 
rubble where Afghan officials alleged U.S. bombs 
had killed dozens. Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton said Washington “deeply, deeply” re- 
gretted the loss of innocent life. 

Women and children were among dozens of bod- 
ies in two villages targeted by airstrikes, the In- 
ternational Committee of the Red Cross reported 
Wednesday after sending a team to the district. The 
U.S. military sent a brigadier general to the region 
to investigate. 

A former Afghan government official said up to 
120 people died in the bombing Monday evening. 

Opening a meeting with the presidents of Af- 
ghanistan and Pakistan at the State Department in 
Washington, Clinton said Wednesday that any loss 
of innocent life was “particularly painful.” 

Afghan President Hamid Karzai will raise the 
issue of civilian deaths with President Barack 


Obama, a statement from Karzai’s office said. 

The first images from the bombings in Farah 
province emerged Wednesday. Photos from the site 
obtained by The Associated Press showed villag- 
ers burying the dead in about a dozen fresh graves 
while others dug through the rubble. 

The international Red Cross team in Farah’s Bala 
Baluk district on Tuesday saw “dozens of bodies in 
each of the two locations that we went to,” spokes- 
woman Jessica Barry said. 

Civilian deaths have caused increasing friction 
between the Afghan and U.S. governments, and 
Karzai has long pleaded with American officials to 
reduce civilian casualties in their operations. U.S. 
and NATO officials accuse the Taliban militants of 
fighting from within civilian homes, thus putting 
them in danger. 

Villagers brought about 30 bodies, including 
women and children, to Farah city to show the gov- 
ernor Tuesday, said Abdul Basir Khan, a member of 
the provincial council. 


Pakistan pounds Taliban; fighters flood to Swat

MINGORA, Pakistan — He- 
licopter gunships and mortar 
teams pounded militant strong- 
holds Wednesday, killing doz- 
ens outside emerald mines, the 
military said, as Taliban rein- 
forcements poured down from 
their mountain hide-outs and 
seized homes and government 
buildings. 

The army began taking the 


fight to militants entrenched in 
both the Swat Valley and in Buner, 
just 60 miles from the capital, as 
Pakistan’s leader prepared to 
hear demands from President 
Barack Obama for forceful ac- 
tion from a struggling ally. 

The latest actions will please 
Washington, which is urging 
Pakistan to crack down on mili- 
tants blamed for rising violence 
at home and in Afghanistan. 

Since fighting broke out Tues- 


day, thousands of men, women 
and children have fled Swat’s 
main town of Mingora and sur- 
rounding districts, fearing an im- 
minent major military operation. 
The government said it believes 
refugees could reach 500,000. 

“Ttis an all-out war there. Rock- 
ets are landing everywhere,” said 
Laiq Zada, a 33-year-old who fled 
the valley late Tuesday. 

The clashes followed the col- 
lapse of a 3-month-old truce in 


Swat that was widely criticized 
in the West as a surrender to the 
militants, who had fought the 
army to a standstill in two years 
of clashes that saw hundreds of 
civilian casualties. 

The military said Wednesday’s 
offensive killed about 35 militants 
positioned near emerald mines in 
the Swat Valley and 27 in neigh- 
boring Buner, where troops have 
halted a Taliban push toward the 
capital Islamabad.

Number of 


detainees in 
Iraq back to 
2005 levels

With a transfer and release 
program gaining steam, the num- 
ber of detainees in U.S. custody in 
Iraq has fallen to its lowest point 
since November 2005, officials 
said this week. 

According to officials with Task 
Force 134 — the command re- 
sponsible for detainee operations 
in Iraq — there are now 11,999 
detainees being held by U.S. forc- 
es throughout the country. At one 
time during the “surge” of U.S. 
forces, that number was as high 
as 26,000. 

Under a provision of the secu- 
rity agreement signed between 
Iraq and the United States, all 
detainees are to be released or 
transferred to Iraqi control. 

The goal, according to Task 
Force 134, is ending the coalition 
detainee operations mission in 
Iraq. 

Under an agreement reached 
by a committee of Iraqi and 
American officials, the U.S. mili- 
tary has pledged to release or 
transfer 1,500 detainees each 
month — an average of 50 per day 
— until their facilities are empty. 

The vast majority of detain- 
ees are held at Camp Cropper 
in Baghdad and Camp Bucca in 
southern Iraq. 

Since January, some 3,271 de- 
tainees have been released, offi- 
cials said this week. 

Another 2,325 have either been 
convicted or are under trial in 
Iraqi courts. 

Of the 4,500 “low threat” de- 
tainees considered for release so 
far under the agreement, around 
400 have been ordered held by 
Iraqi officials because they are 
still considered security threats, 
officials said. 

Iraqi authorities review de- 
tainees’ case files before a deter- 
mination is made on their status. 
The Iraqis can ask for custody of 
the detainee, or the person can be 
released outright. 

In recent years, the U.S. deten- 
tion system in Iraq has undergone 
several makeovers to change the 
image created by the Abu Ghraib 
detainee abuse scandal. Officials 
have stressed vocational and re- 
ligious programs aimed at reduc- 
ing recidivism. 

They have also touted the in- 
creased pace of releases and 
transfers to Iraqi authorities. 

Task Force 134 officials have 
also sought to reassure troops in 
the field that targets they detain 
will not be released without going 
through a review. Troops now 
have stringent requirements on 
gathering evidence against de- 
tainees, and U.S. officials have 
estimated that there are around 
5,000 “hard-core” detainees they 
would not want to see released by 
the Iraqis.

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Report recommends no 
terror memo charges 


WASHINGTON — Justice De- 
partment investigators say Bush 
administration lawyers who ap- 
proved harsh interrogation tech- 
niques forf terror suspects should 
not face criminal charges, ac- 
cording to a draft report that also 
recommends two of the three at- 
torneys face possible professional 
sanctions. 

The Obama administration de- 
cided last month to make public 
legal memos authorizing the use 
of harsh interrogation methods 
but not to prosecute CIA inter- 
rogators who followed the advice 
outlined in the memos. 

Officials conducting the inter- 
nal Justice Department inquiry 
into the lawyers who wrote those 
memos have recommended re- 
ferring two of the three lawyers 
— John Yoo and Jay Bybee — to 
state bar associations for possible 
disciplinary action, according toa 
person familiar with the inquiry. 

The person, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, was not au- 
thorized to discuss the inquiry. 


Chrysler’s steps toward 
sale to Fiat approved 


NEW YORK — The judge over- 
seeing Chrysler LLC’s Chapter 
11 proceedings has ruled that the 
automaker can start taking steps 
toward selling the vast majority 
of its assets to Italy’s Fiat Group 
SpA. 

The judge also said lawyers for 
a dissident group of lenders have 
until noon Wednesday to file a list 
of members with the court, ruling 
that their identities do not need to 
be sealed despite reported death 
threats. 

Bids for all or part of Chrysler’s 
assets must be submitted by May 
20, and a determination of the lead 
bid made by May 26. A final sale 
hearing would be held on May 27 
and the sale could close in as little 
as 30 days after that. 


NBA great Dave Bing 
Detroit’s new mayor 


DETROIT — Businessman and 
professional basketball Hall-of- 
Famer Dave Bing has been elect- 
ed Detroit’s new mayor and will 
serve through the end of 2009. 

The Detroit Pistons great de- 
feated incumbent and _ fellow 
Democrat Ken Cockrel Jr. on 
Tuesday in a special runoff elec- 
tion, 52.3 percent to 47.7 percent. 

Bing, 65, will serve out the re- 
mainder of Kwame Kilpatrick’s 
second term, but must run again 
in the regular Aug. 4 nonpartisan 
primary and win the Nov. 3 gen- 
eral election to hold onto the may- 
or’s seat for a full four years. 


1,200 homes ordered 
evacuated amid wildfire 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 
— Authorities in Southern Cali- 
fornia have ordered about 1,200 
homes evacuated because of a 
wind-driven wildfire burning in 
Santa Barbara County. 

Fire Capt. David Sadecki said 
the blaze, which erupted Tuesday 
afternoon, is burning less than a 
square mile along the foothills 
above Santa Barbara. He said 
winds are pushing the fire toward 
homes.

NEW YORK — She’s already 
conquered Britain, France and 
Germany.

».C. threatens Craigslist 
CEO over online sex ads

COLUMBIA, S.C. — South 
Carolina’s top prosecutor threat- 
ened Tuesday to file criminal 
charges against Craigslist’s chief 
executive, contending the popu- 
lar Internet classified ad service 
company hasn’t done enough to 
stop solicitation for prostitution 
and obscenity on its Web site. 

South Carolina Attorney Gen- 
eral Henry McMaster told The 
State newspaper that to his knowl- 
edge, South Carolina is the first 
state to explore criminal charges 
against CEO Jim Buckmaster 
and other top officers of the San 
Francisco-based company. 

“They’ve allowed prostitution 
to go on there and allowed ob- 


scenity to go on there,” McMas- 
ter said. “It’s a blatant violation of 
South Carolina law.” 

McMaster said prostitutes in 
South Carolina routinely adver- 
tise in the erotic services section 
of the Web site, and obscene pic- 
tures often are posted. 

Over a two-year period, police 
in Richland County have made 
121 prostitution-related arrests 
from Craigslist ads, according 
to department figures provided 
Tuesday to The State. 

“It’s probably the hottest way 
sex is being sold,” Sheriff Leon 
Lott said. “No longer do they have 
to stand on the street and wave at 
cars as they come by. They just 
use technology.”

$63 billion 
sought to 
fight global 
diseases

WASHINGTON — The Obama 
administration wants the United 
States to spend $63 billion over 
the next six years to fight global 
diseases and provide more aid 
for prenatal and postnatal care, 
children’s health and fighting 
tropical diseases. 

“We cannot fix every problem,” 
President Barack Obama said in 
a statement Tuesday. 

“But we have a responsibil- 
ity to protect the health of our 
people, while saving lives, reduc- 
ing suffering, and supporting the 
health and dignity of people ev- 
erywhere. America can make a 
significant difference in meeting 
these challenges and that is why 
my administration is committed 
to act.” 

Secretary of State Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton said the plan is part 
of a foreign policy that leaves the 
U.S. in a more secure and stable 
relationship with poor countries 
by improving America’s image. 

“Our investments in programs 
to combat HIV/AIDS, malaria, 
TB and other preventable diseas- 
es save millions of lives, reduce 
maternal and child mortality, and 
reflect our nation’s leadership 
as a positive force for progress 
around the world,” Clinton said. 

The initiative, announced by 
Deputy Secretary of State Jack 
Lew at the White House, contin- 
ues an effort begun under Presi- 
dent George W. Bush to fight 
HIV/AIDS, tuberculosis and ma- 
laria, known in part as the Presi- 
dent’s Emergency Plan for AIDS 
Relief or PEPFAR. 

Lew called it “an extraordi- 
nary step to save the lives of men, 
women and children” and said 
it links U.S. national security 
policy with carrying out a moral 
obligation to help the world’s 
poorest and most threatened 
populations. 


Wesleyan student shot, killed

MIDDLETOWN, Conn. — Con- 
necticut police have identified the 
victim of a shooting at a Wesleyan 
University bookstore as a student 
from Colorado. 

Police say Johanna Justin- 
Jinish of Timith, Colo., was shot 
several times Wednesday af- 
ternoon by a disguised gunman 
at the bookstore in downtown 
Middletown. 

Police released a photo of the 
suspect but would not confirm 
newspaper and TV reports that he 
is Justin-Jinish’s ex-boyfriend. 

Middletown police Lt. Mar- 
garet Liseo is urging residents 
and Wesleyan students to be 
vigilant and said the suspect 
should be considered armed and 
dangerous.

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Face transplant

CLEVELAND — When Connie Culp 
heard a little kid call her a monster because 
of the shotgun blast that left her face horri- 
bly disfigured, she pulled out her driver’s 
license to show the child what she used to 
look like. “I’m not a monster. I’m a person 
who was shot.” 

Years later, as the nation’s first face trans- 
plant recipient, she’s stepped forward to 
show the rest of the world what she looks 
like now. 

Her expressions are still a bit wooden, 
but she can talk, smile, smell and taste her 
food again. Her speech is at times a little 
tough to understand. Her face is bloated 
and squarish. Her skin droops in big folds 
that doctors plan to pare away as her circu- 
lation improves and her nerves grow, ani- 
mating her new muscles. 

But Culp had nothing but praise for those 
who made her new face possible.

Until Tuesday, Culp’s identity and how 
she came to be disfigured were a secret. 

Culp’s husband, Thomas, shot her in 2004, 
then turned the gun on himself. He went to 
prison for seven years. His wife was left 
clinging to life. The blast shattered her nose,

A plastic surgeon at the Cleveland Clinic, 
Dr. Risal Djohan, got a look at her injuries 
two months later. “He told me he didn’t 
think, he wasn’t sure, if he could fix me, but 
he’d try,” Culp recalled.

She endured 30 operations to try to fix 
her face. Doctors took parts of her ribs to 
make cheekbones and fashioned an upper 
jaw from one of her leg bones. She had 
countless skin grafts from her thighs. Still, 
she was left unable to eat solid food, breathe 
on her own, or smell. 

Then, on Dec. 10, in a 22-hour operation, 
Dr. Maria Siemionow led a team of doctors 
who replaced 80 percent of Culp’s face with 
bone, muscles, nerves, skin and blood ves- 
sels from another woman who had just died. 
It was the fourth face transplant in the world, 
though the others were not as extensive. 

No information has been released about 
the donor or how she died, but her family 
members were moved when they saw pic- 
tures of Culp, Siemionow said. 

Culp left the hospital Feb. 5 and has re- 
turned for periodic follow-up care. She has 
suffered only one mild rejection episode 
that was controlled with a single dose of 
steroid medicines, her doctors said. She 
must take immune-suppressing drugs for 
the rest of her life, but her dosage has been 
greatly reduced. 


Border authorities on alert in kidnapping 


reach tentative deal

BOSTON — The Boston Globe 
and its largest employees union 
reached a tentative agreement 
early Wednesday on concessions 
that will keep the 137-year-old 
newspaper publishing, the union 
president said. 

The breakthrough came about 
4 a.m. after nearly 11 hours of ne- 
gotiations, said Dan Totten, presi- 
dent of the Boston Newspaper 
Guild. Both sides agreed not to 
release details, pending a meet- 
ing of guild members scheduled 
for Thursday. 

The agreement is subject to ap- 
proval by members of the guild, 
which represents about 700 edi- 
torial, business and advertising 
staff. 

The Globe, owned by The New 


York Times Co., had set a dead- 
line of midnight Sunday to reach 
an agreement with its unions on 
$20 million in cuts to annual ex- 
penses. The company had threat- 
ened to close the Globe. 

The Times Co. struck agree- 
ments with six of seven unions 
before the deadline, then re- 
sumed talks Tuesday evening 
with the guild. In those talks, the 
Globe had proposed to slash guild 
wages by as much as 23 percent 
to gain concessions of $10 million 
from that union. 

Employees were guarded in 
their response. 

“T think everybody is breathing 
a sigh of relief that there’s at least 
a tentative agreement to keep the 
Globe publishing, which we all 
recognize was our top priority,” 
said Scott Allen, a reporter with 
the Globe. 


Senate hears dim forecast for newspapers 


WASHINGTON — A Senate panel on Wednesday looked into the 
question of whether struggling newspapers should be allowed to 
operate as nonprofits similar to public broadcasting stations. 

“While the newspaper industry is in the midst of major transition, 
we need to protect and nurture the information-gathering abilities 
that currently reside with newspapers,” Sen. Ben Cardin, D-Md. 

Under a bill proposed by Cardin, newspapers turning to nonprof- 
it status would no longer be able to make political endorsements but 
could report on all issues including political campaigns. Advertis- 
ing and subscription revenue would be tax-exempt and contribu- 
tions to support coverage could be tax deductible.

SAN BERNARDINO, Calif. 
— Authorities trying to find a 
3-year-old kidnap victim say 
they’re investigating several the- 
ories, including that the Spanish- 
speaking kidnappers were from 
Mexico and may have had ties to 
organized crime there.

Two gunmen burst through the 
family’s front door Sunday and 
tied up Briant, four of his siblings 
and their mother, Maria Rosa- 
lina Millan, then ransacked the 
house, stealing money and other 
property, the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment has said. 


There have been no ransom 
demands and no motive has been 
established as to why Briant was 
taken. 

Sheriff’s spokeswoman Cindy 
Beavers said investigators were 
considering all possibilities but 
had no substantial leads. 

As more than two days passed 
since the kidnapping, authorities 
said they had no lack of tips but 
none had brought substantial in- 
formation. The home invasion 
lasted about 20 minutes.

Google misjudges reaction to historic maps of Japan

TOKYO — When Google Earth 
added historical maps of Japan 
to its online collection last year, 
the search giant didn’t expect 
a backlash. The finely detailed 
woodblock prints have been 
around for centuries, they were 
already posted on another Web 
site, and a historical map of Tokyo 
put up in 2006 hadn’t caused any 
problems. 

But Google misjudged how its 
offering would be received. The 
company is now facing inqui- 
ries from the Justice Ministry 
and angry accusations of preju- 
dice because its maps detailed 
the locations of former low-caste 
communities.

SEOU — In the world popularity con- 
test, South Korea feels a little like the ugly 
duckling that wants everyone to Know it’s 
really a swan. 

Citizens flinch at hearing their coun- 
try ridiculed as a place where politicians 
throw punches. They despair over a recent 
poll of foreigners in which 4 in 10 cited the 
nation’s lack of “charm.” 

Then there’s the outlaw cousin to the 
north. When much of the world hears the 
name “Korea,” it envisions Kim Jong II 
and his hermit state of North Korea, not 
the democratic nation that has long been 
a USS. ally. 

Well, South Korea isn’t going to take it 
anymore. The image-obsessed country 
intends to repair its reputation by spend- 
ing millions of dollars to develop a national 
brand. 

A what? 

In a campaign that has many scratching 
their heads, South Korea is convinced it 
must equal the efforts of companies such 
as Hyundai, LG and Samsung to promote 
its own public identity. So it’s taking part 
in an international ranking system to com- 
pete against other nations on first impres- 
sions of outsiders. 

Early results are not encouraging. Ac- 
cording to one recent Nation Brands Index, 
South Korea ranked 33rd out of 50 nations 
— behind countries that officials here 
whisper are lesser than their own, includ- 
ing Poland and the Czech Republic. 

The United States ranked seventh. Ger- 
many was No. 1. 

President Lee Myung-bak has formed a 
Presidential Council on Nation Branding 
and has announced a goal to move up to 
15th place by 2013.

index,” Lee said. “This is a big problem.” 

Some find it refreshing that the nation 
cares about what others think about it. 
Others hint that it’s a bit neurotic. 

“Korea’s problem is that it doesn’t have 
an Eiffel Tower. Paris doesn’t need a slo- 
gan — it’s Paris,” said Phillip Raskin, a 
public relations executive and branding 
committee adviser. 

Analysts say South Korea has been dealt 
a bad hand. 

“One unfortunate thing is that South 
Korea shares its name with a rogue state,”

said Simon Anholt, a British government 
adviser who devised the brand ranking sys- 
tem. “The link to North Korea is bad news. 
It gets painted with the same brush.” 


Despite its ancient culture, South 
Korea is a_ relatively new  play- 
er on the modern’ world stage. 


“Tt just hasn’t been a significant country 
for very long,’ Anholt said. “Other na- 
tions have been sending a stream of cul- 
tural or political ambassadors into global 
consumption for many years. Korea hasn’t 
been doing that.” 

But Lee wants to change that, introduc- 
ing programs to promote South Korea’s 
tae kwon do and pitching the nation as an 
environmentally friendly “Green Korea.” 
The centerpiece of his agenda is all about 
food. The government recently announced 
a plan to globalize Korean cuisine, vowing 
to put it among the world’s top five cuisines 
by 2017. 

Newspapers carry numerous stories 
about ways to boost the national image: 
Should South Korea build a robotics mu- 
seum and compete with Japan in that 
emerging industry? How about building 
some of the world’s tallest skyscrapers or 
opening up a nude beach on a popular re- 
sort island? 

“T am frustrated that people don’t ap- 
preciate our culture,” said Euh Yoon-dae, 
chairman of the Presidential Council on 
Nation Branding. “For so long, Korea has 
been sandwiched culturally and economi- 
cally between Japan and China.” 

Many here have some advice for South 
Korea: Relax. 

“Korea is stuck in this way of think- 
ing that it has to outdance, outspend and 
out-palace other countries,” said Michael 
Hurt, a local blogger, photographer and 
branding committee member. “It’s never 
been about that. Korea is a quirky taste.” 
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try’s feudal era, when shoguns 
ruled and a strict caste system 
was in place. At the bottom of the 
hierarchy were a class called the 
“burakumin,” ethnically identical 
to other Japanese but forced to 
live in isolation because they did 
jobs associated with death, such 
as working with leather, butcher- 
ing animals and digging graves.

One village in Tokyo was clear- 
ly labeled “eta,” a now strongly 
derogatory word for burakumin 


that literally means “filthy mass.” 

Asked about its stance on the 
issue, Google responded with a 
formal statement that “we deeply 
care about human rights and have 
no intention to violate them.” 

Google spokesman  Yoshito 
Funabashi points out that the 
company doesn’t own the maps in 
question, it simply provides them 
to users.

SAO PAULO — At least 29 peo- 
ple have been killed by floods and 
mudslides in northern Brazil as 
authorities struggle to rush aid to 
dozens of small cities cut off from 
civilization by overflowing rivers 
in the Amazon region, officials 
said Wednesday. 

Months of heavy rains extend- 
ing from the Amazon jungle to the 
Atlantic coast have forced nearly 
200,000 people from their homes 
and stranded thousands more in 
10 states, according to civil de- 
fense officials. 

Local news media reported that 
three other people were killed, 
but authorities did not confirm 
the deaths. 

At least eight people died in 
the Amazon region of Maranhao 
state, the most affected area so 
far. Maranhao civil defense offi- 
cial Abner Ferreira said authori- 
ties were struggling to aid those 
affected because at least six high- 
ways were shut down due to the 
rains. 

“We are having difficulties get- 
ting help to people because many 
roads have been swept away with 
the floods,’ Ferreira said. “We 
have two helicopters from the air 
force. We are using trucks and 
boats to get people help.”

The rains also prompted the 
temporary closure of a railway 
that takes iron ore from the 
sprawling Carajas mine in the 
neighboring jungle state of Para, 
according to a statement from 
miner Companhia Vale do Rio 
Doce SA. 

Iron ore, the main ingredi- 
ent in steel, is shipped overseas 
from Sao Luis, the state capital 
of Maranhao. The railway also 
transports 1,300 people per day. 
Vale is the world’s second-largest 
mining company and the planet’s 
biggest iron ore producer. 
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Brazilian President Luiz Inacio 
Lula da Silva flew over the hard- 
est-hit areas on Tuesday, deliver- 
ing food baskets to shelters and 
meeting with local officials. Silva 
promised aid to repair infra- 
structure while voicing concerns 
that global climate change could 
be responsible for the unusually 
heavy rains and destruction.

MEXICO CITY — Dozens of 
Mexican nationals quarantined in 
China despite having no swine flu 
symptoms arrived home Wednes- 
day on a government-chartered 
jet, some complaining of “humili- 
ation and discrimination” by the 
Chinese. 

But as Mexicans emerged 
from their own five-day swine flu 
shutdown, the death toll rose and 
many remained fearful. 

Mexico City showed more of 
its usual ebullience during a rau- 
cous morning rush hour. Thou- 
sands of newspaper vendors, 
salesmen hawking trinkets and 
panhandlers dropped their pro- 
tective masks and added to the 
familiar din of truck horns and 
street music.

Construction worker Roberto 
Reyes, 36, walked through the 
capital’s Chapultepec subway sta- 
tion without a protective mask. 

“The news says all of this is 
over, so I got rid of my mask, and 
a lot of people are doing the same 
in the streets,” he said. 

Many others worried about 
Mexico letting its guard down 
too quickly, especially with high 
schools and _ universities re- 
opening Thursday and primary 
schools reopening next week.

When Burt Reynolds needed to 
outrun Jackie Gleason’s bumbling 
Sheriff Buford T. Justice across the 
South in the 1977 movie “Smokey 
and the Bandit,” he chose a black 
Pontiac Trans Am. When he need- 
ed a car to crash through burning 
buildings in “Hooper,” it was a red 
Trans Am.

Iconic Pontiac 
hits end of road 








On TV, the star of the hit 1980s 
series “Knight Rider” wasn’t re- 
ally David Hasselhoff, it was his 
talking Pontiac. When Jim Gar- 
ner’s private eye Jim Rockford 
needed to hit the road to solve a 
crime, he didn’t get behind the 
wheel of a Ford Mustang or a 
Chevrolet Camaro. He chose a 
Pontiac Firebird. 

And when a bored high school 
senior from Nashville, Tenn., 
decided to tune out his physics 
teacher one day and check out 
a copy of Car and Driver maga- 
zine, it was a picture of a hot new 
Pontiac he saw on the cover. 

By the end of class, John 
Wilkin had written the 1964 pop 
classic “GTO.” 

Soon after, he would become 
known as Ronny Wilkin, frontman 
for a Beach Boys-soundalike group 
called Ronny and the Daytonas, 
and he would have the country 
singing: “Little GTO, you’re really 
lookin’ fine. Three deuces and a 
four-speed and a 389. Listen to her 
tachin’ up now, listen to her whine. 
Come on and turn it on, wind it up, 
blow it out GTO.” 

For a time, the Monkees rode 
around in a tricked-out GTO, too. 
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Sometime in the ’80s, however, 
the love affair began to fade. 


Car enthusiasts speculated 
whether it was changing tastes, 
the move toward more environ- 
mentally sensitive cars or per- 
haps Pontiac’s inability to keep 
coming up with new signature 
muscle cars that was to blame. 

Pontiac’s more recent efforts 
included the very uncool Aztek, a 
chunky vehicle that looked like an 
SUV that tried to squeeze under a 
low-clearance bridge. 

Jim Mattison, whose Michi- 
gan-based Pontiac Historic Ser- 
vices provides information on the 
model to collectors, noted that for 
whatever reason the company 
hadn’t produced anything to cap- 
ture the public’s imagination in a 
long time. 
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“Tn 1963, they came out 
with this wonderful car called 
the GTO, then the Firebird in 
1967, and then that evolved into 
the Trans Am,” Mattison said. 
“The momentum kept on build- 
ing until more recent years.” 

Pontiac, which discontinued 
the Firebird and Trans Am in 
2002, tried bringing back the 
GTO in 2004. But the new model, 
produced in Australia, never 
caught on and was discontinued 
two years later. 

“Tt didn’t look like a Pontiac. It 
was still an Australian car,” said 
Chris Brown of the Petersen Au- 
tomotive Museum, where Pon- 
tiacs were on prominent display 
during a muscle-car exhibition a 
couple years ago. 

Brown had praise, however, for

two of Pontiac’s current models 
the G8 and the Solstice. 

The latter even had enoug 
muscle to be featured in the 200 
Shia LeBeouf movie “Trans- 
formers” as the good-guy robot- 
disguised-as-car named Jazz. 

But Jazz was killed off fighting 
the evil Megatron and probabl 
won't be around for the sequel. 

Pontiac, however, will live on 
at least in museums (there’s a 
1939 Woody on display at the 
Petersen), in private collection 
(Mattison owns more than a fe 
himself), and in song. 

Wilkin heard “GTO” on the 
radio just the other day. 

“Tt made me happy and sad at 
the same time,” he said. “I wa 
happy to hear the song but at the 
same time it was like it was being 
played at a funeral.” 


coolant may be to blame for cloudy windshield 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

Last year we bought our teen- 
age son a 1989 Acura Legend 
coupe. It has been a great car, 
even though it’s pushing 140,000 
miles now. 

We’ve had to repair a few 
things here and there, but there 
is one thing that has me scratch- 
ing my head. It seems that no 
matter how much we clean the 
windows, they become hazy 
within a few days. 

The windshield is the biggest 
problem, especially at night, 
since the haze makes it impos- 
sible to see when there is oncom- 
ing traffic. I had the windshield 
replaced, thinking it was just old 


and pitted, and that 
perhaps the safety 
glass film was fail- 
ing. The new wind- 
shield was brilliant, 
but within a few 
days it was foggy 
again. The haze is on 
the inside, so I have 
three possible ideas: 
(1) My teenage son’s 
oily skin is somehow 
shape-shifting onto 
the windows. (2) He 
smokes a pack of 
cigarettes while going back and 
forth to school every day with 
the windows rolled up. (3) The 
old upholstery and cheap seat

covers are creating 
some kind of weird 
gas that clouds the 
windows. Since 
my son takes three 
showers a day and 
he never smells like 
smoke, ideas 1 and 
2 are out. Do you 
think it could be No. 
3? — Wade 

TOM: Sure. Usu- 
ally, vinyl outgas- 
sing is at its worst 
when the car is new. 
So, at 140,000 miles it’s usually 
over and done with, and those 
toxic molecules are already 
lodged in your brain. 


RAY: But you mention “cheap 
seat covers.” If they’re cheap 
vinyl seat covers, they could be 
sublimating toxic gases and leav- 
ing the residue on the inside of 
your windshield. 

TOM: The other possibility is 
that your heater core is leaking. If 
the heater core has a hole in it, the 
haze on your windshield could be 
a thin film of coolant. 

RAY: If it’s coolant, it would 
have certain characteristics. It 
would be greasy to the touch. It 
would smell sweet. And it would 
likely be thicker at the bottom of 
the windshield, near where the 
vents are. 

TOM: So try a couple of ex- 


periments. Try removing the seat 
covers for a week, and see what 
happens. If that fixes it, your 
son may need to go commando 
— without his seat covers. 

RAY: And check the consis- 
tency and smell of the windshield 
grime and its distribution pattern 
to see if it’s coolant. 

TOM: If it is coolant, the solu- 
tion will involve increasing your 
son’s allowance so he can pay you 
back over time for a new heater 
core.

Many families will have 
a chance to refinance

After losing his truck driv- 
ing job in December and taking 
a pay cut when he landed a new 
job, Mark Lambert would love 
to trim a few hundred dollars 
off his $1,755 monthly mortgage 
payment by refinancing to a bar- 
gain-basement interest rate. 

It’s not going to happen. 

He and his wife owe $193,000 
on their house near Fenton, 
Mich. The house — appraised at 
$225,000 in 2001 — is now worth 
$148,000 because Michigan’s 
economy tanked and took home 
prices down with it. 

“We’re way upside-down,” said 
Lambert, 51. 

Everybody wants to save a 
buck, and refinancing would 
seem to be a no-brainer when the 
30-year mortgage rate is around 
5.23 percent. It’s not. 

Still many families, unlike the 
Lamberts, can take advantage of 
great refinancing opportunities 
this spring. There is a surge of 
activity. 

But others must understand 
that it’s far tougher to refinance 
than it once was, some fees are 
higher, and President Barack 
Obama’s program won’t help ev- 
eryone who has trouble refinanc- 
ing because home values are so 
low. 

“Be realistic, not wishful,” 
suggested Tom Kelly, a spokes- 


man for Chase. “Get yourself a 
good sense of what your house is 
worth.” 

Thanks to the tough economy 
and falling housing prices, a 
lender today is typically going 
to want a homeowner to have 20 
percent equity in the home to re- 
finance that mortgage. If you had 
a $193,000 mortgage, the house 
would have to be worth at least 
$241,250. 

Under the Obama plan, there 
is more wiggle room if the loan- 
to-value is between 80 percent 
and 105 percent. Under that plan, 
a refinancing could be done if 
the house was worth as little 
as $183,809 if the owner had a 
$193,000 mortgage. 

If you’re able to refinance, you 
can save some money and refi- 
nancing an ARM now can avoid 
future headaches. 

To find out if you qualify for 
the Obama plan, call the com- 
pany that sends you a mortgage 
statement each month and ask if 
you have a Fannie Mae or Fred- 
die Mac mortgage.

SILVER SPRING, Md. — 
When Ed Pegler was laid off from 
his highway construction job four 
months ago, the 47-year-old fa- 
ther of two didn’t know when he’d 
be back to work.

It’s a story the White House 
hopes to repeat 3.5 million times,

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billion spending plan is creating 
jobs and putting Americans back 
to work. 

But it’s not the whole story. 

Pegler, of Lancaster, Pa., gets 
laid off every winter, once it gets 
too cold to lay asphalt. Every 
spring, he gets hired back. That’s 
the way it goes in his business. 
Did the stimulus create his job 
this year? Did it save a job he al- 
ready had? 

Despite setting a high bar for 
success and requiring states to 
report every job created, the 
White House is still figuring out 
how to answer those questions. It 
expects to announce its formula 
for job-counting soon and, until 
then, it has cautioned against 
trumpeting numbers. 

That hasn’t stopped contrac- 
tors, governors and even Presi- 
dent Barack Obama himself from 
doing just that. 

“This project will start this 
summer, creating an estimated 
900 jobs right away,” Obama said 
earlier this month, describing a 
Michigan construction project. 

“Over 2,500 jobs will be cre- 
ated on Missouri’s largest wind 
farm,” he said Wednesday. 

The announcements are com- 
ing faster than the jobs can be 
created, much less_ counted. 
Though the stimulus is moving 
projects through the pipeline un- 
usually quickly, only a handful of 
the roughly 6,000 transportation 
projects announced nationwide 
are under contract. Even fewer 
have broken ground. 

But with so much riding on the 
success of the stimulus bill, the 
celebration isn’t waiting. 

For economists, it’s far too 
early to discuss job creation, said 
University of Chicago economics 
professor Steven J. Davis, the au- 
thor of a book and several studies 
on the subject. Meaningful data 
won’t be available for years, he 
said. 

Compounding the _ problem, 
Davis said, is that Obama has 
invented a new standard to mea- 
sure success: Jobs saved.

jobs saved by the stimulus is, if 
not impossible, murky. 

“How do you know what a 
saved job is? How do you know 
what jobs would have been lost 
without this?” Davis said. “That 
was a clever political gimmick 
to make it even harder to deter- 
mine whether this policy has any 
effect.” 

So far, the definitions the White 
House budget office has offered 
are circular: “Jobs created” 
means new jobs created or filled 
because of the stimulus. “Jobs 
retained” means existing jobs re- 
tained because of the stimulus. 

Most of the numbers being 
tossed around, including the 900 
figure Obama cited, come from a 
transportation formula estimat- 
ing the number of jobs “support- 
ed” by government spending. It 
doesn’t count new or saved jobs, 
and the Transportation Depart- 
ment has cautioned against apply- 
ing the formula to the stimulus. 

That doesn’t resolve whether 
Pegler’s job was “created.” And if 
his company bids on another proj- 
ect later, will his job be created 
twice? States have responded to the 
rules with confusion, and Wash- 
ington has promised a clarification 
within the next few weeks. 

Elizabeth Oxhorn, a _ spokes- 
woman for Vice President Joe 
Biden, said the clarification will 
meet “the highest analytical 
standards.” 

“We take this responsibility 
of counting jobs very seriously,” 
she said. “But ultimately our first 
priority will always be creating 
them.” 

Even organizations that stand 
to benefit from the stimulus say 
the jobs picture is cloudy. 

“There will never be a way of 
counting the particular jobs that 
were created or saved or sup- 
ported by the stimulus,” said Bill 
Buechner, the top economist at 
the American Road & Transpor- 
tation Builders Association. 

He said counting saved jobs 
requires making “a rough guess- 
timate of what the world would 
have looked like if you hadn’t 
done anything.”

future. So far, Karzai is a heavy favorite 
to win Afghanistan’s Aug. 20 presidential 
election. ... Zardari’s term as president 
runs until 2013; were he to be ousted by un- 
constitutional means, Pakistan’s precari- 
ous situation would only grow worse. U.S. 
officials have considered pressing for the 
creation of a powerful Afghan prime min- 
ister’s post that could absorb some of Kar- 
zai’s duties, and they are pushing Zardari 
to turn his feud with former Prime Minis- 
ter Nawaz Sharif into an alliance. But even 
if those strategies succeed, Obama will 
need to find ways to work more effectively 
with both presidents. 

He could make a good start with Karzai 
by acknowledging that the Afghan leader’s 
concerns about civilian casualties are 
legitimate — and by committing his ad- 
ministration to finding ways to minimize 
them as more U.S. troops deploy around 
the country. The added troop presence 
might reduce the necessity of airstrikes, 
which cause many of the casualties. The 
United States, which is training thousands 





of Afghan soldiers, also could do more to 
train skilled civilian cadres for the Afghan 
government. 

Zardari will be asking for the rapid ap- 
propriation of desperately needed military 
and economic aid. ... 

The administration has asked Congress 
to quickly approve $400 million for mili- 
tary equipment for the Pakistani army to 
continue an incipient offensive against the 
Taliban; it also wants to spend $1.5 billion 
annually to build Pakistani schools and 
other civilian institutions. While the Bush 
administration erred in delivering condi- 
tion-free aid to Pakistan’s former military 
government, Obama must discourage Con- 
gress from attaching rigid or too-detailed 
conditions to the new program. Both the 
administration and Congress must accept 
that America’s partners in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan are both far from perfect 
and unlikely to change much for the better 
— and that finding practical ways to work 
with them is essential to winning the battle 
against Islamic extremists.

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Killing by remote control comes at a cost

avid Kilcullen is no soft-headed 
peacenik. 


He’s a beefy, 41-year-old former 
Australian army officer who served in Iraq 
as a top adviser to U.S. Army Gen. David 
Petraeus. He’s one of the counterinsur- 
gency warrior/theorists who designed Pe- 
traeus’ successful “surge” of troops into 
the streets of Baghdad. 

But a few days ago, when a congress- 
man asked Kilcullen what the U.S. govern- 
ment should do in Pakistan, the Australian 
guerrilla fighter sounded like an anti-war 
protester. 

“We need to call off the drones,” Kilcul- 
len said. 

In the arid valleys of western Pakistan, 
the United States is fighting a strange, 
long-distance war against al-Qaida, the 
Taliban and their Pakistani allies. Un- 
manned “drone” airplanes take off from 
secret runways, seek out suspected terror- 
ists and, with CIA employees at the remote 
controls, fire missiles to blow them up. 

Officially, this is a covert program, and 
the CIA won’t acknowledge it at all. Unoffi- 
cially, intelligence officials say the Preda- 
tor strikes are the most effective weapon 
they have against al-Qaida. 

President Barack Obama has embraced 
an escalation in the raids that was approved 
by his predecessor, George W. Bush, last 
summer. The CIA has carried out at least 
16 Predator strikes in Pakistan in the first 
four months of this year, compared with 36 
strikes in all of 2008. The missile strikes 
have killed about 161 people since Obama’s 
inauguration, according to news reports 
from Pakistan; there’s no way of knowing 
how many of those were civilians. 

Only one problem: Kilcullen says the 


missile strikes are backfiring. 

Kilcullen’s objection to the U.S. strategy 
isn’t moral (he doesn’t mind killing “bad 
guys’) or legal (most legal scholars con- 
sider “targeted killing” acceptable under 
the law of war because al-Qaida and the 
Taliban are at war with the United States). 
Kilcullen’s objection is practical. He says 
the strikes are creating more enemies than 
they eliminate. 

“T realize that they do damage to the 
al-Qaida leadership,” he told the House 
Armed Services Committee. But that, he 
said, was not enough to justify the pro- 
gram. “Since 2006, we’ve killed 14 senior 
al-Qaida leaders using drone strikes; in 
the same time period, we’ve killed 700 
Pakistani civilians in the same area. The 
drone strikes are highly unpopular. They 
are deeply aggravating to the population. 
And they’ve given rise to a feeling of anger 
that coalesces the population around the 
extremists and leads to spikes of extrem- 
ism. ... The current path that we are on is 
leading us to loss of Pakistani government 
control over its own population.” 

Another problem, Kilcullen says, is that 
“using robots from the air ... looks both 
cowardly and weak.” 

In the Pashtun tribal culture of honor 
and revenge, face-to-face combat is seen as 
brave; shooting people with missiles from 
20,000 feet is not. And besides, Kilcullen 
says, “There are other ways to do it.” 

Kilcullen didn’t elaborate on those 
“other ways,” but intelligence experts say 
they could include deploying covert teams 
of hit men on the ground (risky) and train- 
ing Pakistani special operations units to do 
the job (time-consuming). 

There’s no sign yet that the Obama ad- 
ministration is taking his advice. The 
CIA, like any organization, is glad to take 
credit for a well-run operation that’s ful-

filling its mission: eliminating al-Qaida 
leaders. Some even claim that the missile 
strikes have pushed al-Qaida to the brink 
of extinction. 

“Al-Qaida is on the ropes,” the Bush 
administration’s last terrorism czar, Juan 
Carlos Zarate, told me recently. “We are at 
the point where we can imagine an end to 
al-Qaida as we know it.” 

There’s an echo here of the debate over 
another CIA program, the “enhanced in- 
terrogation” of terrorist detainees. The 
agency declared the interrogations a suc- 
cess because they produced useful in- 


formation. But that narrow accounting 
ignored the damage to other U.S. interests, 
such as diplomacy and the rule of law. 

One legal scholar, Kenneth Anderson of 
American University, says there’s another 
connection between the two issues: The 
controversy over how to detain, interro- 
gate and try suspected terrorists has made 
it simpler just to shoot them. “The most 
powerful institutional incentive today is to 
kill rather than capture them,” he wrote 
recently. From a legal perspective, he sug- 
gested, warfare is easier than “lawfare.” 

The problem in western Pakistan is 
that two U.S. interests are in conflict. We 
want to kill the leaders of al-Qaida, but we 
also want to strengthen the government of 
Pakistan, which is under serious pressure 
from Islamist insurgents. At the moment, 
as Kilcullen points out, we are doing the 
first at the expense of the second. 

The drone strikes play into the hands of 
insurgents, who cite them to stir up anti- 
Western and anti-government sentiment. 
And, according to some reports, the mis- 
sile strikes have driven al-Qaida and Tal- 
iban forces deeper into Pakistan. 

So what happens next? The Obama ad- 
ministration is unlikely to abandon one of 
the few strategies that has produced re- 
sults against al-Qaida in Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. Instead, it has requested a new 
$400 million fund to train and equip coun- 
terinsurgency forces in Pakistan’s police 
and Frontier Corps, which are more en- 
thusiastic about this fight than the regular 
army. 

Counterinsurgency is neither sanitary 
nor bloodless. It may end up a measure of 
success if we can stop killing people with 
air-to-ground missiles and go back to kill- 
ing them the old-fashioned way.

pome give low marks to Gen. Jones’ low profile

om Day One, President Barack 
Potane has been making command- 
er-in-chief decisions on the multiple, 
overlapping and overwhelming national 
security crises he found in his inbox. 

Yet through the first 100 Days of nation- 
al security crises, you almost never read or 
heard these three words in the mainstream 
news: “General James Jones.” 

Don’t worry, this isn’t a test. He is 
Obama’s national security adviser. 

Yes, the same job the news media bathed 
with celebrity-glitterati coverage when 
Henry Kissinger was starring in the Nixon 
years. The job Zbigniew Brzezinski mas- 
terminded with ample media attention 
during the Carter presidency. 

But Jones — who came to the job with 
the highest of recommendations, as a for- 
mer Marine commandant, commander of 
NATO forces, and one who advised both 
John McCain and Barack Obama — set out 
to keep a low profile on his high perch. 

There is fine precedent: Air Force Gen. 
Brent Scowcroft, widely admired as per- 
haps the best national security adviser 
(under Presidents Gerald Ford and George 
H.W. Bush), saw his role as making sure the 
president got the full range of views, espe- 
cially from advisers cautioning against an 
action about to be taken. 

That hasn’t always happened. Condoleez- 
za Rice gets low marks from most experts 
on national security advisers. Indeed, she 
once offered this excuse for why she didn’t 
always ensure that President George W. 
Bush got ample advice to counterbalance 
Vice President Dick Cheney and Defense 
Secretary Donald Rumsfeld and buttress 
Secretary of State Colin Powell: Rice, a 


46-year-old academic when she got the job, 
demurred to an interviewer that she was 
merely “the baby” of the group. 

Time Out: Kissinger was a 46-year-old 
academic when he began as national se- 
curity adviser for the geopolitically formi- 
dable Richard Nixon. Yet the ears boggle 
at the notion of Kissinger calling himself 
“the baby” of any group. 

Jones clearly opted for the Scowcroft 
model. But we have yet to discover whether 
he is succeeding, because the Obama press 
corps hasn’t done due diligence in report- 
ing whether Obama gets the full range 
of advice he needs. Jones’ name has ap- 
peared in Washington Post news articles 
only a handful of times since Inauguration 
Day. ... 

So too for The New York Times’ cover- 


age — until the other day. A May 2 piece 
about Secretary of State Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s job performance asserted she had 
good rapport with Obama and is now in- 
fluential in policymaking. Then this: “But 
State Department officials, and others in 
the administration, say less-than-generous 
things about Mr. Obama’s national secu- 
rity adviser, Gen. James L. Jones, suggest- 
ing there is some jockeying among the top 
officials around the president. General 
Jones, these people say, has struggled with 
his transition from Marine commander to 
senior staff person, speaking up less in de- 
bates than Mrs. Clinton and not pushing as 
hard for decisions.” 

Incoming, General! ... 

Suddenly the low-keyed Jones was an 
out-front warbler, showcasing his promi- 


nence. On Tuesday a Times article, head- 
lined “Advances by the Taliban Sharpen 
U.S. Concerns,” quoted Jones in the second 
paragraph: “Recent militant gains in Paki- 
stan have so alarmed the White House that 
the national security adviser, Gen. James 
L. Jones, described the situation as ’one of 
the very most serious problems we face.’ 
Pakistan, he said Monday, ’has to survive 
as a democratic nation.” 

Especially in national security, intramu- 
ral feuds can escalate quickly — and brake, 
if not break, the policymaking machinery. 
That’s the last thing Obama needs. 

So look for a Harmony-R-Us photo-op, 
appearing any day now on your iPod or 
television screen.

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1 dead after beer 
game ends badly

— One man is

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Texas seeks help finding 
child support deadbeats 


HOUSTON — Texas au- 

thorities want the public’s 
help tracking down the state’s top 
10 deadbeat parents, who together 
owe more than $521,000 in over- 
due child support payments. 

Attorney General Greg Abbott 
released the 2009 list, selecting 
parents who officials say can take 
responsibility for their children 
but don’t. All the men and women 
on the list are wanted on civil or 
criminal warrants and face jail 
time and fines for failing to pay 
child support. They have missed 
court-mandated child support pay- 
ments for at least six months. 

“All of them are hiding, purpose- 
ly eluding,” Janece Rolfe, spokes- 
woman for the attorney general’s 
child support division, said in a 
story in the Houston Chronicle. 

Topping the list was Jimmie Mc- 
Cullough, 49, who owes $133,866 
for support of his two children in 
Fayetteville. He sometimes uses 
the alias of Randy McCullough 
and was last known to be in Texar- 
kana. He has the names “Candy,” 
“Mandy,” and “Lisa” tattooed on 
his arms. 


Washington’s inaugural 
address is re-enacted 


NEW YORK — Wearing 

a brown frock coat and 
knee pants just as George Wash- 
ington did 220 years ago, Dannell 
T. Maguire recited the presiden- 
tial oath of office, took the “huz- 
zahs” from the crowd and read the 
nation’s first inaugural address 
— well, some if it, anyway. 

Compared to the lengthy ad- 
dress that Washington delivered 
on April 30, 1789, Maguire’s re- 
enacted version was just a twitter 
— a few selected excerpts, cut into 
140-character snippets and posted 
on the online social network of that 
name. 

Such 18th-century phrases as 
“the vicissitudes incident to life” 
may have seemed out of place as a 
“tweet,” but they still fit nicely in 
the setting where Maguire spoke 
— the historic St. Paul’s Chapel 
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on lower Broadway, where every 
year for half a century, members 
of the Freemasons have recreated 
the event that launched the United 
States as a nation. 

The recent 220th anniversary 
of Washington’s inaugural drew a 
churchful of spectators including 
tourists who just happened to wan- 
der in at the right moment, drawn 
by exhibits relating to the 9/11 ter- 
rorist attacks at the nearby World 
Trade Center site. 


Church molestation cases 
dwindling 3 years later 


WASHBURN — There 

was a lot of public atten- 
tion when leaders of two obscure 
churches in the Ozarks woods were 
accused of ceremonially abusing 
girls, preparing them for “service 
to God” by molesting them. 

The allegations involved extend- 
ed families in southwest Missouri, 
a largely rural area that has one of 
the state’s highest rates of report- 
ed child abuse and has had other 
high-profile abuse cases.

QB to talk with 
Childress about

MINNEAPOLIS — Just when Brett 
Favre looked to finally be out, the Minne- 
sota Vikings could be pulling him back in. 

Citing an anonymous source “with direct 
knowledge of the discussions between the 
two parties,” ESPN reported Tuesday that 
Favre is scheduled to meet with Vikings 
coach Brad Childress later this week about 
a possible comeback with Minnesota. 

Favre’s agent, Bus Cook, did not imme- 
diately return a phone call to his Missis- 
sippi office left by The Associated Press. 

Childress did not immediately return a 
message. A Vikings spokesman declined to 
comment on the report. 

Both Favre and Cook have said this 
spring that Favre intends to stay retired. 
But Favre’s statement after he was re- 
leased by the New York Jets last week left 
the door open.

intention of returning to football,” he said. 

Those three little words — “At this time” 
— set off rampant speculation that he was 
considering a second return to action. 

Childress said Friday he had been too 
busy to concentrate on Favre, but did 
acknowledge the subject would soon be 
broached. 

“We talk about everything,” Childress 
said then, “from what’s going on in the 
United States on the front page today. ... We 
talk about everything, so yeah, I’m sure 
we'll talk about that.” 

It wouldn’t be the first time. 

Favre, 39, spent 16 seasons in Green Bay, 
retiring in 2008 after leading the Packers 
to the NFC title game. He changed his 
mind a few months later, which set up a 
long and messy soap opera that ultimately 
led to his trade to the Jets. 

It was believed all along that Favre, 
after hearing Green Bay’s plans to go with 
Aaron Rodgers at quarterback, wanted to 
come to NFC North rival Minnesota so he 
could exact some revenge on the Packers. 

The Packers would have none of it. The 
team filed tampering charges against the 
Vikings, alleging improper contact between 
Favre and Vikings offensive coordinator 
Darrell Bevell, a friend of Favre’s from his 
days as Green Bay’s quarterbacks coach.

Williams added 21 points for Cleveland, which be- 
came the first team since the 2004 Detroit Pistons 
to win each of its first five playoff games by double 
figures. 

With the Cavs up by 21, James was pulled with 
4:29 left — extra down time before Game 2 on 
Thursday night at Quicken Loans Arena, where the 
Cavaliers are 42-2. 

Josh Smith scored 22 and Mike Bibby 19 for the 
Hawks, who needed seven games to get past Miami 
and are playing in the second round for the first time 
in 10 years. They weren’t happy with their start in 
this series, going 9-for-30 and scoring just 28 points 
after halftime. 

“It was very disappointing,” Smith said. “We ad- 
vanced to the next level in the postseason and it’s 
kind of disheartening not to be able to play and bring 
the effort in the second half.” 

James was presented with his MVP trophy be- 
fore the game by commissioner David Stern, who 
complimented the 24-year-old superstar’s selfless- 
ness, saying, “You led the team by playing team 
first.”

Hawks 28-17. As usual, Cleveland relied on its de- 
fense to turn things around. 

“T think the team knew and I knew the ceremony 
was going to happen, but we still had a game to play,” 
James said. “We didn’t want to rain in the ceremony 
by not preparing ourselves the best way to come out 
and play. We had some lapses in the first half, but we 
got it going in the third and fourth quarters and took 
care of the game.” 

Not long after James drew the foul on Johnson, 
Wally Szczerbiak moved his feet to take a charge, 
a defensive play that had Cavs coach Mike Brown 
dancing on the sideline as if it were a game-winning 
shot. 

“No matter how much rust we have on our bones, 
we can still play defense,” Brown said. 

James had zero assists at halftime, a sign that 
Cleveland’s offense wasn’t in rhythm. 

He finally set up Williams for a three-pointer and 
then another as the Cavs opened an 11-point lead in 
the third quarter. James then went on a nine-point 
run. 

James arrived so early that he was on the floor 
shooting before the lights were fully turned on in- 
side Quicken Loans Arena. 

To a seat-shaking soundtrack that included Jay-Z 
and Snoop Doog, James worked his way around the 
three-point line, dropping shot after shot off crisp 
passes from Cavs assistant coach Chris Jent — more 
than three hours before tipoff.

On The Fringe

PONTE VEDRA BEACH, Fla. — So 
much about Tiger Woods after major knee 
surgery looks the same. 

He won at Bay Hill with a birdie putt on 
the last hole that everyone knew he was 
going to make. Even when his swing was 
out of sorts last week at Quail Hollow, he 
somehow was in the thick of contention 
until the final two holes. 

But this is not the same Tiger Woods. 

He is missing his power, whether it’s off 
the tee with a driver or from the fairway 
with irons that are sometimes two more 
clubs than what he used before surgery 
last June to rebuild his left knee. 

The power shortage was never more evi- 
dent than in the final round of the Masters, 
playing with Phil Mickelson, when Woods 
usually was the first to hit from the fairway. 
Even his rival couldn’t help but notice. 

“T kept having to wait for him to hit,” 
Mickelson jokingly said Tuesday. 

That wasn’t the case the last time they 
played together at Augusta National, the 
final round in 2001, when on some holes 
Woods hit it farther with a 3-wood than 
Mickelson did with a driver. 

More evidence came last week at Quail 
Hollow. 

By measuring drives on the 56 holes 
that were not par 3s, Mickelson’s aver- 
age tee shot was nearly 14 yards longer 
than Woods’. Statistics can be misleading, 
especially over the first two rounds be- 
cause they played on opposite ends of the 
draw. But in the third round, when they 
were separated by one group, Mickelson 
was longer off the tee on 11 of the 14 driv- 
ing holes. Lefty’s average drive was 317.6 
yards, Woods was at 300.5 yards. 

Woods has an answer for his sudden loss 
of length. 

“T’ve been away from the game for a 
long time,” he said Tuesday, referring to 
his eight-month layoff after the U.S. Open. 
“And it’s going to take a little bit of time be- 
fore my body gets back to where I can hit 
the ball the same distances. I don’t hit the 
ball the same distance with my irons or my 
driver.” 

What he doesn’t have an answer for is 
when he will get it back. 

“Hopefully, soon,” he said. 

Woods said at Quail Hollow that he 
was just starting to get some “pop” back 
in the swing. He spoke about the rotation 
required to generate speed in his swing, 
and the importance of not stretching the 
ligament. 

He noticed the difference his first tour- 
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Tiger is back, but with less power off the tee

nament back in Arizona. 

“T just didn’t have the pop in my body, nor 
should I,” he said. “It takes time for anyone 
who has a reconstruction (of the ACL) to 
come back and get the speed back and the 
agility and all those different things. Most 
athletes take over a year to get back. With 
my sport, I’ve been able to get back sooner 
than that, just because of the nature of my 
sport.” 

Distance is not an issue in The Players 
Championship, where the TPC Sawgrass 
is only 7,215 yards. Like most property 
in Florida, it’s all about location. Even so, 
Woods bristled at the suggestion from NBC 
Sports analyst Johnny Miller that he would 
be better off using a 3-wood to navigate the 
Stadium Course. 

Remember, he used only one driver in 
winning the British Open at Royal Liver- 
pool in 2006. Then again, the links course 
was dry and brown, and the only water on 
the course was in bottles for drinking. 

“We’ve got par 5s out here. You’ve got 


to be able to use it,’ Woods said. “If John- 
ny says you can’t hit drivers on 9 and 11, 
you’re giving up two opportunities to get 
close to the green.” 

The last guy to leave a driver out of his 
bag was Mickelson last summer in the U.S. 
Open, when he played the first two days 
with Woods. Before that, the last time they 
were paired together was in the Deutsche 
Bank Championship, where Mickelson 
beat him in the final round. 

Asked about Augusta last month, Mick- 
elson didn’t notice anything out of the ordi- 
nary — except that Woods was first to hit. 

“It seemed like he was playing like he 
normally did,’ Lefty said. “It seems like 
he has as much speed as he wants to have. 
With that being said, I’ve been able to in- 
crease my speed a little bit this year, as 
well. And even though I’ve weakened my 
irons a degree or two, I’m still hitting them 
5, 6 yards longer than I did last year. So 
I’ve almost gained 10, 12 yards with my 
irons without trying.” 


Is Tiger shorter? Or is Phil longer? 

Mickelson has always been more infatu- 
ated with length than Woods, although 
Woods’ aura has been built around power. 

Woods is having to make do with less at 
the moment, which is OK with him. He has 
been experimenting with different shafts 
and lengths of his driver, although he keeps 
going back to what he had. 

The Players Championship will be the 
fourth straight tournament that Mickelson 
has a chance to replace Woods at No. 1 in 
the world ranking. Lefty would have to win 
and have Woods finish worse than fourth 
place alone for that to happen. 

Is change imminent? Geoff Ogilvy isn’t 
so sure. 

“Every time that there’s been this talk 
about, ‘He’s vulnerable,’ and ‘He’s not 
where he was,’ he goes and wins eight of 
the next 12 tournaments,” Ogilvy said. 
“So I don’t think anyone out here is con- 
cerned that Tiger is not going to be Tiger 
anymore.” 


PGA Tour to promote its players’ charitable contributions

PONTE VEDRA BEACH, Fla. — The 
PGA Tour and its tournaments have raised 
over $1.4 billion for charity over the last 70 
years. David Toms wonders how high the 
figure would be if the tour counted what 
the players do by themselves. 

The figure doesn’t include the $35 mil- 
lion the Tiger Woods Foundation has con- 
tributed through grants and scholarships. 

It does not include Phil Mickelson serv- 
ing 5,000 students from 90 elementary 
schools in San Diego County through a 
“Start Smart” education program, or his 
“Birdies for the Brave” program of do- 
nating $100 for every birdie and $500 for 
every eagle since 2004. 

Toms has given more than $3 million in 


the past six years, starting with his efforts 
following Hurricane Katrina when at one 
point, he distributed 5,000 gift cards worth 
$100 each to help displaced victims take 
care of immediate needs. 

“You'll hear more and more stories 
about what guys are doing on their own,” 
Toms said. “We’re on our way to our sec- 
ond billion dollars for the PGA Tour. But if 
you combined everything that the players 
do on their own, there’s no telling what that 
number is.” 

The tour wants to do a better job telling 
that story. 

PGA Tour commissioner Tim Finchem 
announced plans Tuesday to highlight what 
golfers do for charity, and get more tourna- 
ments, sponsors, volunteers and fans more 
involved so the tour can do even more. 


The campaign is called “Together, any- 
thing’s possible,” and it will be launched 
for the 2010 season. 

Part of it will involve bringing together 
the tournaments, sponsors and the 2,000 
charities involved with the tour so they can 
learn from one another what works best in 
raising money. 

The more visible part will be letting fans 
know what the players are doing. Finchem 
said the tour’s Web site would enable fans 
to see what charities a player supports so 
they can get involved — either by donating 
to the charity of their favorite player, or 
finding which players support a particular 
cause. 

“T think it’s important for the tour to 
get out the word on the charitable impact 
the tour has in each community,” Mick- 


elson said. “We’ve been getting an unfair 
rap, if you will, in Congress about some of 
the dollars being spent for entertainment, 
spent for sponsorship of these events. And 
yet, we’re doing a lot more than just en- 
tertaining clients here. We’re helping the 
community. 

“We have a whole different business 
model structure than any sport,” he said. 
“T think that message needs to get out.” 

Finchem said the campaign had nothing 
to do with criticism earlier this year from 
Rep. Barney Frank and Sen. John Kerry 
over title sponsorship of golf tournaments. 

“This comes on the heels of several years 
of thinking through how we can elevate 
what we’re doing,” Finchem said.

Bettman skeptical of 
CEO’s offer for Coyotes 


NEW YORK — NHL commis- 
sioner Gary Bettman is skeptical 
of Jim Balsillie’s offer to buy the 
Phoenix Coyotes, saying he isn’t 
sure the BlackBerry boss could 
gain approval of league owners. 

The NHL stripped current 
Coyotes owner Jerry Moyes of 
the authority to run the club 
Tuesday after Moyes announced 
the team had filed for Chapter 11 
bankruptcy protection. Balsillie 
announced a plan to buy the fi- 
nancially troubled team and move 
it to Canada, where they were the 
Winnipeg Jets before moving to 
Phoenix for the 1996-97 season. 

“T don’t know whether or not 
he could get approved,” Bettman 
said Wednesday during a dis- 
cussion of commissioners from 
the four major U.S. pro sports 
leagues, sponsored by The Wall 
Street Journal. “That’s, as I said, 
something I don’t get a vote on. 
If in fact it becomes an issue for 
board consideration, the board of 
governors of the league will make 
that decision.” 

Balsillie, co-CEO of BlackBer- 
ry maker Research In Motion, 
said his $212.5 million offer is 
conditional on the Coyotes relo- 
cating to Canada. 


Armstrong’s Astana team 
in financial crisis 


VERONA, Italy — Lance Arm- 
strong’s Astana team is in the 
midst of a financial crisis on the 
eve of the American’s first Giro 
d'Italia. 

Astana spokesman Philippe 
Maertens confirmed reports out 
of Kazakhstan that the team has 
not been paying its riders lately. 

“There are some financial 
problems,” Maertens told The 
Associated Press on Wednesday, 
while adding that the team will 
still start the Giro on Saturday in 
Venice. 

“Of course. Why not? I don’t 
see any problem. The team is 
not going to default,’ Maertens 
said. “There is only a delay of 
payment.” 

Pro Tour teams such as As- 
tana must meet financial param- 
eters to stay active, or risk losing 
their International Cycling Union 
(UCI) license.

He’ll work a $10-an-hour 
construction job as part of his 
probation. 


Engineer distances himself 
from Cowboys’ facility 


DALLAS — An engineer said 
he had limited involvement with 
the Dallas Cowboys’ training 
facility that collapsed during a 
thunderstorm and left a team em- 
ployee paralyzed. 

“T was there just a few months,” 
said Enrique Tabak in a story 
published online by The Dallas 
Morning News. “They brought me 
in to build little farm buildings — 
sheds, agricultural applications.” 

Tabak formerly worked for the 
company — Summit Structures 
LLC of Allentown, Pa. — that the 
Cowboys hired in 2003 to build 
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the indoor practice facility. He 
was listed as the engineer re- 
sponsible for its design and that 
of a Philadelphia building that 
collapsed earlier that same year. 
A Pennsylvania court ruled in 
2006 that Summit was negligent 
in the design and construction of 
the membrane-covered building. 

Tabak is now employed by a 
different company in Canada. 

Twelve people were hurt Sat- 
urday. The most seriously injured 
was Rich Behm, the team’s 33- 
year-old scouting assistant who 
was permanently paralyzed from 
the waist down after his spine was 
severed. The U.S. Occupational 
Safety and Health Administra- 
tion is investigating. 


Lions sign LB Foote

backer Larry Foote signed a 
one-year deal with his hometown 
Detroit Lions, two days after 
being released by the Super Bowl 
champion Pittsburgh Steelers. 

The Lions, winless last sea- 
son, announced Foote’s signing 
Wednesday afternoon. 

The Steelers released Foote on 
Monday, amove expected because 
he asked to be traded or cut. He 
started every game for them the 
past five seasons, including their 
Super Bowl victories last season 
and after the 2005 season, but 
was unhappy coming off the field 
on passing downs. 


Bengals terminate contract 
of tackle Levi Jones 


CINCINNATI— The Cincinna- 
ti Bengals parted ways with Levi 
Jones, terminating the contract of 
their starting offensive tackle and 
former first-round pick. 

The move Wednesday was ex- 
pected. He has been bothered by 
knee and leg problems in recent 
years. 

Cincinnati took tackle Andre 
Smith of Alabama with the sixth 
overall pick in last month’s draft. 

Jones’ agent, Ken Zuckerman, 
had said the Bengals told him in 
March they planned to trade or 
release him. 

The Bengals selected Jones 
10th overall in 2002. He played in 
94 games for Cincinnati, missing 
the final six games last season be- 
cause of an injury.

Folk had surgery Tuesday in 
Colorado to repair a right hip 
labral tear, which can be caused 
by repetitive motions like kick- 
ing. He didn’t miss a game the 
past two seasons. 

Folk has the best field goal ac- 
curacy rate among active kickers, 
making 46 of 53 field goals (86.8 
percent) in his career. 


Man accused of robbing

CHICAGO — A man has been 
sentenced to 21 years in prison 
for robbing NBA star Antoine 
Walker at gunpoint at his Chicago 
home.

Yeah, you want 
to look at the good things and build on the 
good things, but you have to be ready to 
go.” 
Beckett bounced back from two poor out- 
ings and allowed his only runs on Damon’s 
three-run homer in the third. He gave up

Alberto Callaspo hit 
a solo shot and had a run-scor- 
ing double to extend his hitting 
streak to seven games. Billy But- 
ler tied the game at 7-all with a 
run-scoring single in the seventh. 
Coco Crisp stole two bases and 
matched a career-high with four 
of Kansas City’s 11 walks. 

Jamey Wright pitched three 
strong innings of late relief and 
Juan Cruz (2-0) set up the win- 
ning rally by working the 11th.

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Dodgers tie record with 12th win at home

LOS ANGELES — One more 
victory will give the Los Angeles 
Dodgers a longer home winning 
streak from the start of a season 
than any major league team since 
1900. 

And the lowly Washington Na- 
tionals are coming to town, trying 
not to be a footnote to history. 

Tuesday night’s 3-1 victory 
over the Arizona Diamondbacks 
gave the Dodgers a share of the 
record, which the Detroit Tigers 
set under manager Hughie Jen- 
nings by winning their first 12 
games at Bennett Park in 1911 
— the year before they moved 
into Tiger Stadium. 

“T’m glad it’s finally something 
that happened before I was born,” 
said Dodgers manager Joe Torre, 
68. 

“It’s something to admire when 
you look back on it and know that 
there you are. You’re in the re- 
cord books and you were a part of 
that team that did it.” 

The Dodgers’ longest home 
winning streak in Los Angeles 
at any point in a season was 13 
games in 1993. 

They won 14 in a row at Ebbets 
Field in 1921. 

“To be a part of something like 
this is really special,’ winning 
pitcher Jeff Weaver said. 

“T’m just happy for the team 
about the 12-0 start here. Hope- 
fully we can get 13.” 

The Dodgers’ sixth straight win 
made them a major league-best 
20-8, their best start since the 
1983 club started out 21-7 under 
Tommy Lasorda. 

That same year, the Atlanta 
Braves started out 10-0 at home 
under Torre. 

“T think anytime you put a 
streak together like this, it’s a 
surprise — that things keep going 
your way,” Torre said.

“But the thing that doesn’t sur- 
prise me is that we’ve been going 
out there every day and grinding 
it as a team.” 

“Baseball’s full of streaks. You 
just hope the good ones outnum- 
ber the bad ones,” he added. “I 
just don’t want this to stop. And 
it’s not about the streak. It’s just 
about winning ballgames and put- 
ting them on the right side of the 
ledger. These games count every 


but as much as the ones later on.” 

The Dodgers have the same 
overall record Arizona had after 
28 games last season, when the 
Diamondbacks held first place in 
the NL West and led Los Angeles 
by 5!/2 games. 

Torre and Co. ended up winning 
the division title by two games. 

Weaver (1-0) allowed a run and 
five hits over five innings and 
struck out six in his first start 


in the big leagues since Sept. 28, 
2007 with the Seattle Mariners. 
The 10-year veteran right-hander 
outpitched Max Scherzer (0-3), 
who is 0-7 through his first 12 big 
league starts despite a respect- 
able 3.16 ERA. 

Padres 2, Rockies 1 (10): At 
San Diego, Brian Giles doubled 
in the winning run in the 10th 
inning and the Padres snapped a 
six-game losing streak. 

Giles’ one-out double off Matt 
Daley (0-1) gave San Diego only 
its third victory in 15 games. 

Giles, who came into the game 
hitting .153 and was on a 3-for-27 
skid, went 2 for 3 with two walks. 

Heath Bell (1-0) pitched two 
scoreless innings for the win. 

Brewers 8, Pirates 5: At Pitts- 
burgh, J.J. Hardy drove in four 
runs and Milwaukee won its 17th 
straight over the Pirates, the ma- 
jors’ longest winning streak by 
one team against another in near- 
ly 40 years.

Ankiel released from hospital after colliding with wall

ST. LOUIS — Just before Rick Ankiel 
barreled headfirst into the wall, the 
thought flashed through his mind: My ca- 
reer is finished. 

“T thought that might be it,” the St. Louis 
Cardinals’ outfielder said Tuesday. “When 
you don’t get a chance to put up your hands 
to protect yourself, I’m lucky to be walking 
today. Anything from here is a plus.” 

Ankiel escaped with only soreness from 
the harrowing collision after making a run- 
ning catch at the warning track in the eighth 
inning Monday. X-rays and a CT scan of 
Ankiel’s head, neck and back revealed no 
broken bones, although manager Tony La 
Russa was so concerned he spent the night 
in the hospital with the center fielder. 

Feeling very fortunate he was able to 
stand at his locker stall and talk to report- 
ers, Ankiel said he “tweaked” his right 
shoulder and added that his neck and left 
side, which appeared to take the brunt of 
the blow, also were the worse for wear. 
He was released from the hospital earlier 
Tuesday and was due to be examined by 


team physician Dr. George Paletta later in 
the day. 

“T’m just total body sore,” Ankiel said. “I 
was relieved, but I’ve never gone through 
that and I don’t know what you’re supposed 
to feel and what you’re not supposed to feel. 
I hit it just so hard that all I could imagine 
was that something’s going to be wrong.” 

The team postponed a decision whether 
to place him on the 15-day disabled list, de- 
pending on how much better he’s feeling in 
a few days. 

Ankiel has been with the Cardinals since 
they drafted him in the second round in 
1997 as a phenom left-handed pitcher, and 
he made the conversion to full-time out- 
fielder in 2007. His badly-dented hat, which 
reflected the intensity of the collision, was 
on a Shelf in the manager’s office. 

The team was relieved when Ankiel 
flashed a thumbs-up sign as he was carted 
off the field. 

Ankiel was running full speed to chase 
down Pedro Feliz’s long drive and couldn’t 
stop himself from crashing. He took a few 
off-balance steps after making the grab 
and took the ball out of his glove before 


attempting to brace himself with his left 
arm, deciding he didn’t have enough time 
to execute a slide before stumbling. 

Ankiel said he’s watched replays of the 
collision perhaps 35 times and added “It’s 
just like I imagined.” He remembered his 
eyes being open and his head getting twist- 
ed upon impact. When he landed on the 
warning track, flat on his back, he believed 
he might have broken his neck or back. 

“My lower back was really tight and 
tense, and in between my shoulder blades 
I felt like somebody was kind of stabbing 
me,” he said. “After that I knew not to 
move.” 


A-Rod slides, goes 1-5 with a walk 


DUNEDIN, Fla. — Alex Rodriguez slid 
for the first time since hip surgery, going 
1-for-5 with a walk Wednesday in a New 
York Yankees extended spring game. 

The three-time AL MVP says he doesn’t 
know whether he’ll rejoin the Yankees on 
Friday in Baltimore. 

He singled up the middle as a designated 
hitter, and in the third inning, he walked 
and slid into second on an inning-ending 


infield grounder. “The slide was good. No 
problems. I feel good,” he said. 

Rodriguez had hip surgery March 9 and 
the third baseman has been on the disabled 
list since the start of the season. 

New York’s extended spring team was 
scheduled for an intrasquad game Thurs- 
day morning, and that could be Rodriguez’s 
final game in Florida if he does rejoin the 
Yankees for the opener of a weekend series 
at Baltimore.
